gua reports that two American citi­ 
zens. Leonard 
Grace and Lee Roy 
’annon. of Harrisburg. Pa., have been 
captured with the revolutionists and 
shot by Ord* r of President Z daya. The 
execution t*»ok place a t El C a stillo , 
near Greytown. The American consul 
asked 
President Zelaya to commute 
the sentences, but a reply was sharply 
made th at the sentences were final. 
Secretary of State Knox sent a di­ 
plomatic note to Senor Rodrigue?, the 
charge d ’affaires of Nicaragua in this 
city, dem anding an explanation. 
The 
nolo was short and polite from a diplo­ 
matic viewpoint, but was em phatic in 
its diction and significance. 
Owing to the seriousness of the sit­ 
uation the state departm ent has in 
formed the Nicaraguan charge d ’af­ 
faires that the Intended reception to 
Minister H arera ha* been Indefinitely 
postponed. This probably m eans that 
Id io m atic relations 
with Nicaragua 
will be severed lf th e Investigation to 
be m ade of the shooting shows that 
the Am ericans were executed in viola­ 
tion of th** rules of war. 
The 
prompt 
action taken by the 
navy departm ent has caused a very 
favorable 
Impression in W ashington 
m d prove* that the governm ent in­ 
tends to lose no tim e in probing the 
fiffair to the bottom. 


One Victim a Pennsylvanian. 
Nothing is known at the state de­ 
partm ent of the antecedents of Leon­ 
ard Grace, who is reported to have 
been shot, but the other American. 
Lee Roy Cannon, seem s to have had 
an unusual career In Central America.

>f H arrisburg, and a graduate of the 
H arrisburg high school. 
He gained 
local fame as a m em ber of the foot­ 
ball team of th at school. 
The revolutionist forces under Gen­ 
eral E strada have declared the port 
of San Juan Del Norte, Nicaragua, un­ 
der a public blockade, and general no 
tlce to that effect has been issued. In 
a telegram received at the state de^ 
partm ent it Is stated that as a result 
of this action the city of San Juan 
Del Norte, which is said to contain

sea.

Government troops are 
rounding up every person suspected 
if sym pathy with the revolutionists 
and executing them without trial. 
Moro than 500 men suspected of rev­ 
olutionary sym pathies have been sum­ 
marily shot and the executions con­ 
tinue. Residences are ransacked by 
Zelaya’s soldiers In search of incrimi­ 
nating letters and evidence, and when 
pp3i«tance Is offered the houses are 
IcEtroyed. 
W omen relatives of revolutionary 
sym pathisers have been subjected to 
the most horrible lndignlti€*e and out­ 
races. N icaraguan refugees who have 
irriY’cd on the Isthm us and in Costa 
Rica declare It Is tim e for the civil-

Dairy N uggets. 
Cive tho colts n grain ration every 
day. 
This extra f<*od will !>e more than 
paid for every day in the increased 
amount of milk, and. besides, the drop­ 
pings will be so enriched that the pas­ 
tures will be fertilized sufficiently to 
pay for the extra grain. 
Be sure that tile cows have all the 
pure. dean water they can drink with­ 
out walking long distances for it. 
In the opinion of some, the quantity 
of water drunk by a cow is an Impor­ 
tant test of her value as a milker. 
Milk that Is well cooled and carefully 
strained will keep much longer than 
that which Is not thus treated. 
Pasture will produce more milk thnn 
soiling on rye, alfalfa or oats, but 
when the grass begins to fail It is well 
to have silage to fall back on. 
Invite your city customers out to see 
how you make the butter they buy of 
you. 
They will think more of yon 
after that—if you have everything in 
apple pie order.
